ANECDOTE of JUDGE EDMUNDS.

A few years ago, one of those wonder¬ 
ful reformers who sympathize so tenderly 
witli high criminals and have little sym¬ 
pathy for their suffering victims, or with 
communities outraged by their murder¬ 
ous deeds, called on Judge Edmunds, in 
New York, for the purpose of obtaining 
hri signature to a petition to our Legisla¬ 
ture praying for the abolishment of cap¬ 
ital punishment. 

Tho judge invited him into his parlor, 
with a floor covered with a fine Brussels 
carpet, and politely seated him by a 
pleasant fire burning in a fireplace, with 
marble hearth and jambs. 

The humane gentleman presented his 
paper, and then entered upon a train of 
argument to convince the judge of the 
inhumanity of capital punishment, fre- 
, qucntly pausing, however, to relieve his 
mouth of a superabundance of tobacco 
saliva, which he deliberately deposited 
alternately on the carpet, on the hearth, 
jambs, &e, When he had finished his 
homily, ho settled back and eyed the 
judge to see what impression his elo¬ 
quence had made upon his honorable 
hearer. 

Tho judge proceeded to say that, in 
his judgment, there were two cases in 
which capital, punishment was proper 
and necessary ; one was that of murder 
from malice aforethought, where one in¬ 
tends to kill, lies in wait and takes life 
in cold blood ; no other than capital pun¬ 
ishment was adequate to such a ci’ime. 
The other was one where a man was po¬ 
litely invited into the parlor of an¬ 
other, and was mean enough to besmear 
his carpet and hearth and jambs with to¬ 
bacco juice from his filthy mouth; he 
thought such a man ought to be hung. 
The business guest gathered up his pa- 
jAsrs and took his departure. 

The writer of this begs leave to suggest 
another case; it is that of a person who 
gathers up his surplus cats, puts them 
into a bag, and carries them far enough 
away so that they will not be likely to 
get back, and then drops them near 
another person’s premises, thus to bur¬ 
den his neighbor, to expose the poor ani¬ 
mals to starvation or freezing, or to bo 
torn to pieces by dogs. Such an act mer¬ 
its capital punishment as richly, at least, 
as that in tho last case defined by Judgo 
Edmunds, A . jt.
